and contains ten square miles of safe anchor- 
age. Itis among the most beautiful sheets 
of water the eye is permitted to behold. 
Here is no exaggeration when we say, that 

e whole harbor may class with the finest in 
America. It was this consideration that led 
chiefly to the adoption of the adjacent terri- 
tory for a settlement, which, ere long, threw 
the noted ports of Loaisbourg and Annapolis 
nto the shade. 

Every object, as pe passed it, was watched 
by most of us with feelings and impressions 
of novelty. From the entrance of the harbor 
upward, we noticed two lights and four bat- 
teries, the latter being on as many islands. 
Particularly was our attention called to anoth- 
er communication by water to the western 
side of Halifax. It is known as the “ North 
Western Arm.” It is four miles long 
nd nearly a half wide, It affords convenient 
anchorage for large vessels.

It will be seen that the sketch relates to events which 
took place in the early part of the revolutionary war 
Notwithstanding several inaccuracies in respect to num- 
bers, it gives a glance into those times, not often found 
in formal histories. It shows the true state of things 
more vividly by descending to particulars, as they actu 
ally existed. Mr. P. did not enter the army. but was one 
of those often designated “minute men,” 
ready at a moment's warning to defend the families and 
homes of those ehgaged in more distant service. The

On Wednesday the 10th of May, we all 
met at the southerly meeting-house, and 
Capt. Stockbridge beat up for volunteers 
for the standing army, and he got his 
company full. Daniel White was taken, 
and up here this day. 

On Thursday the 11th was a public Fast, 
on account of the difficnities of the times. 

On Sabbath, 21st of May, just as meeting 
began, there came news that the soldiers 
were landing at Hingham; upon which 
we all took home for our arms, and returned 
thither again. But they landed at Grape 
Island after the hay; but our people going 
an la poste, they | fled away.

to property is in the hands of trustees, and 
the use in the wife ; in which case, the prop- 
erty is treated as the wife’s only. 

This merging, as it is called, of the wife's 
rights of property and person in the husband, 
has been called little less than downright 
slavery. In this respect the Roman law was 
much more liberal than the English or Amer- 
ican. For that law considered marriage as 
a sort of partnership, in which each partner 
had equal rights of property. We consider 
here, hewever, not the propriety, but the 
facts of the law; in order that women may 
know what it is. 

As a direct consequence of this pringiple 
of unity between husband and wife, they can 
make no contracts with each other which 
will be legal; because, to make contracts 
with one another is to suppose their separate 
legal existence, which is contrary to their 
declared unity. A husband cannot make a 
grant of land directly to his wife; and if 
there were any contract between them be- 
fore marriage, they are void. There is an- 
other reason for this rule; that is, that if 
there were any agreement between them, 
there sre yo means of enforcing it; for, 
whatever the wife has, ander any such agree- 
ment, is already the husband’s. 

To this general rule there are, as to most 
other general rules, some exceptions; or, a 
they might be called in this case, avoidances, 
1. The husband can convey a separate es- 
tate to the wife’s use, through the medium of 
trustees. He cannot convey the legal title 
to her; but he can convey it to trustees to 
her separate use, and a court of chancery 
will enforce that separate use. 2. If a hus- 
band, to encourage the industry of his wife 
engages to allow her a certain part Of the 
avails of it, the court of chancery will en 
force that agreement. 3. Agreements to 
live separate and apart, and to allow the 
wife the use of her property, are now en- 
forced. This is true, it must be understood 
only where the agreement to live separate 
appoints trustees; for it is ouly through the 
trustees, that the court of chancery obtains 
jurisdiction. So far as the trustees have du 
ties 0 perform, the agreement will be en- 
forced ; but it is strenuously affirmed that the 
agreement will not be sustained for any oth- 
er purpose, This is one of the points con- 
cerning the legal relation of husband and 
wife, in which there is a good deal of differ- 
ence, both in decisions aud opinions. Ina 
case argued before the twelve judges of Eng- 
land, it was decided that no agreement be- 
tween husband and wife could change their 
‘legal relations and capacities.” This is 
true; but whenever a frust is raised, as in 
the exceptions above mentioned, the court of 
chancery will take jurisdiction and enforce 
the trust. It is only as @ trust that any 
agreement between husband and wife can be 
enforced.

Beside this, cattle 
are often allowed to range at will, and are in- 
deed sometimes compelled to obtain their 
living by browsing on the sprouts and young 
trees, which permits only a scrubby, worth- 
less growth. 

It has been sometimes recommended to 
cut out old decaying trees first, but the prac- 
tice is attended with several objections, and 
we believe experience has proved that the 
best course is to cut off the entire growth, 
clean and smooth. In attempting to cut 
the old trees, a great many of the smaller 
ones are inevitably broken down and spoiled, 
and as the growth is always kept uneven, the 

eatest quantity is prevented from accumu- 

ating on the ground at once. ' 

Where fuel is the object, the course now 
pursued in those sections where woodlots are 
turned to the best account, is, to cut every- 
thing close and clean once in every fifteen 
or twenty years. The lots are protected as 
much as possible against fires, and cattle are 
kept entirely off. Lands producing hard 
wood are in this way made to yield from fif- 
teen to twenty cords of excellent wood per 
acre at each cutting—giving a growth at least 
equal to a cord per acre annually. 

On cutting the primitive or old growth 
from a lot, the succeeding growth cannot 
be relied on from sprouts—especially if the 
trees were much on the decline. In such 
cases we have usually to wait for a generation 
to come from seed, which snetely takes a 
considerably longer time than is required 
where a thrifty growth is cut; because in the 
latter case the stumps sprout vigorously, and 
as great a growth is obtained in one year as 
ordinarily takes place from seed in four years.

From the origin of Halifax, we tnrn to fj 
several particulars of its internal concerns, 
Being the capital of the province, it lies to] 
the west of the harbor and east of the arm.

Its premises are in 
form of a peninsula. As observed from the 
harbor, in its collective appearance of trees, 
buildings, proportions and location, the city 

yrds a variegated and attractive prospect. 
While ple saant to the eye, it is well adapted 

iee#d several purposes. Inclusive of its 
outskirts, it is over two miles long and its | 
avefage width is a half mile. It is laid out 
in oblong squares, the streets running par- 
allel and at right angles. 

The settlers of Halifax consisted of Eng. | 
lish, Irish, Scotch, Dutch and German emi- | 
grants, The first female born among them | 
was Elizabeth McKenzix In consequence 
of this, Governor Cornwallis stood as her 
god-father. She died Sept. 13th, 1883, in 
her 85th year. The present population is 
about 25,000. The means of subsistence 
among them is easy and abundant 
price for labor is high. Though some of 
them are descendants from New England 
parentage, yet they bear not so large a pro- 
portion to it as some other parts of Nova 
Scotia. In the Revolution, their number | 
was considerably augmented by those of our 
countrymen, who were unwilling to take up | ' 
arms against the King.
